m.  (1)  Sarah  Case(  b.  March  14,  1743),  Willington,  Conn., 
November  14,  1771 ;  one  daughter  was  born,  Sarah  ;  m. 
(2)  Alice  Fuller  at  Willington,  September  14,  1774  ;  m. 
(3)  Mrs.  Susanna  Rogers  of  Floyd,  N.  Y.,  at  Whitestown, 
March  26,  1799,  who  d.  (date  not  known).  Israel  d.  Sep¬ 
tember  25,  1810. 

Israel,  no  doubt,  a  few  months  after  birth  was  taken  by 
his  father  to  Willington,  Conn.,  where  at  the  age  of  23, 
he  married  Sarah  Case.  After  her  death  he  married  Alice 
Fuller  and  must  within  the  months  following  have  en¬ 
listed  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  The  records  at  Washing¬ 
ton  show  that  Israel  Ballard  served  as  a  private  in  Lh 
Col.  Enos’  (3rd)  Company,  Col.  Spencer’s  (2d)  regt, 
Conn.  Cont.  line,  1775.  Admitted  to  general  hospital 
(Col.  Spencer’s  house)  at  Roxbury,  Conn.,  Oct.  27,  1775. 

Sarah  Case,  his  first  wife,  d.  Willington,  March  2, 1773. 
“She  died  in  child-bed,  and  she  was  in  the  thirtieth  year 
of  her  age.  If  she  had  lived  till  the  fourteenth  of  the 
same  month,  she  would  have  been  thirty  years  old.” 
(Copied  from  the  Ballard  *Bible,  a  volume  published  in 
Edinburgh  in  1762,  and  now—1932— with  title-page  and 
all  of  Genesis  missing,  is  in  the  possession  of  E.  B.  Billings 
of  Elmira,  N.  Y.).  Sarah,  the  daughter  of  Sarah  Case 
Ballard  was  b.  Willington,  March  2,  1773  ;  m.  probably 
at  Whitestown,  a  Mr.  James  McDonald,  and  d.  in  Feb¬ 
ruary  1857,  nearly  84  years  of  age. 


♦The  Ballard  Bible  was  preserved  by  Israel’s  daughter  Luqjp?,  and 
by  her  given  to  her  son  Samuel  Fuller  Porter,  who  in  turn 
sent  it  to  his  cousin  Samuel  Hutchinson,  with  this  note — 
“Oriskany,  N.Y.,  January  16,  1880.  Dear  Cousin:  This  ancient 
volume  is  sent  to  you  as  a  memorial  of  your  aunt,  which  she 
suggested  some  time  before  her  death.”

Alice  (spelled  Elas  in  the  town  records)  Fuller,  the 
second  wife  of  Israel,  was  the  youngest  daughter  of  Rev. 
Daniel  Fuller  by  his  second  wife  Mary  (Edgerton) 
Fuller ;  she  was  h.  at  Willington,  December  17,  1751,  and 
d.  at  Whitestown,  September  12,  1796,  at  the  age  of 
44  years  ;  she  was  the  mother  of  six  boys  and  four  girls. 
The  register  of  church  members  in  the  United  Presby¬ 
terian  society  of  Whitestown  and  Old  Fort  Schuyler  gives 
the  name  of  Ellis  (obviously  meant  for  Alice)  Ballard, 
wife  of  Israel,  as  received  into  membership  by  “Exam.” 
July  29,  1795;  she  was  a  half  sister  of  Jonathan  Fuller, 
M.  D..,  of  Mansfield,  whom  some  records  have  inaccu¬ 
rately  listed  as  her  father. 

From  Connecticut,  probably  in  1777,  Israel  moved  to 
Cornish,  N.  H.,  and  then  to  Plainfield  in  the  same  state, 
not  far  distant,  where  he  bought  land  on  June  17,  1779. 
The  U.  S.  Census  of  1790  lists  the  families  of  both  Israel 
and  his  brother,  Daniel  as  living  at  Plainfield,  and  their 
brother  Sherebiah  at  Lebanon,  10  miles  to  the  north, 
Israel’s  family  is  recorded  as  containing  4  males  under  the 
age  of  16,  and  6  females  of  all  ages  ;  while  Daniel’s  family 
consisted  of  3  males  under  16. 

On  February  15.  1792,  Israel  sold  his  property  at 
Plainville  and  removed  with  his  family  to  New  York 
State  where  we  find  them  among  the  first  settlers  in 
Whitestown,  then  in  Montgomery  County.  His  son, 
Samuel  Fuller  was  born  there  in  May,  1792,  and  Alvan  in 
1794. 

In  the  church  records  of  September  1,  1794,  Israel 
signed  the  account  of  the  election  of  trustees  as  “Presid¬ 
ing  Member”.  On  April  29,  1795,  he  was  elected  an  elder 
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in  the  United  Presbyterian  Society  of  Whitestown  and 
old  Fort  Schuyler  (in  1813  name  changed  to  First  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church  of  Whitesboro).  The  Session  Records 
of  the  above  date  read  as  follows  :  “Mr.  Dodd  was 
chosen  Modr.  who  opened  the  meeting  with  prayer.  After 
due  deliberation  the  persons  present  of  the  above  descrip¬ 
tion”  (meaning  “members  of  other  churches  and  those 
also  who  were  desirous  to  become  members”)  “proceeded 
to  vote  by  ballot  &  on  counting  the  ballots  it  appeared 
that  Amos  Wetmore,  Sen.  Daniel  Thurston  and  Israel 
Ballard  were  chosen  elders.”  He  continued  to  serve  in 
this  capacity  for  twelve  years  when  the  following  item 
appears  in  the  Records,  under  date  of  June  4,  1807,  the 
meeting  being  held  in  the  Episcopal  church  in  Utica: 
“Whereas  Ebenezer  Dodd  &  Israel  Ballard  have  removed 
from  our  bounds  resolved  that  they  be  not  hereafter 
noted  as  absent.”  This  was  three  years  before  his  death. 

The  newspaper  account  of  the  death  of  Lucy,  the 
daughter  of  Israel,  reveals  the  location  of  their  home  as 
being  south  of  Bradley’s  bridge,  which  is  just  outside  the 
village  of  Whitesboro  on  the  road  to  Oriskany.  Where 
they  removed  to  in  1807 — “removed  from  our  bounds” — 
is  conjecture,  altho  possibly  it  may  have  been  to  New 
Hartford,  for  records  show  that  daughter  Mary  was  in 
April  of  that  year  married  in  that  village,  and  son  Daniel 
died  there  in  June.

about  1804,  Pamelia  Nichols  ;  2d,  Watertown,  after  1815, 
Mrs.  Lydia  (Abbott)  Ferrell ;  d.  Mexico  township,  June 
15,  1852,  and  buried  in  S.  Richland  cem.  near  Fernwood, 
Oswego  county. 

After  marriage  Israel  moved  with  wife,  Pamelia,  to 
the  town  of  Watertown,  purchasing  in  1809  from  Henry 
Westcott  some  100  acres  of  land  near  the  present  station 
of  Rices  ;  this  property  he  and  his  wife,  Lydia,  deeded  to 
Jotham  Ives  on  December  19,  1825.  He  then  moved  with 
his  family  to  Oswego  county,  and  on  April  12,  1837  pur¬ 
chased  101  acres  in  the  township  of  Scriba  (later  be¬ 
coming  Mexico)  ;  this  property  he  and  his  wife  Lydia  of 
Richland  deeded  in  part  to  his  son  Norman  in  188L  (The 
property  still  belongs  to  the  descendants.)

Joel  and  wife  Sarah  received  into  membership  of 
Presb..  ch.  of  Whites  town,  July  8,  1814.  With  Newton 
Mann  he  received  deed  from  Simeon  Webster  on  Febru¬ 
ary  7,  1812,  to  eleven  acres  of  land  in  lot  6,.  gen  div.,  of 
Sadaquada  patent,  south  of  and  bordering  on  the  Mo¬ 
hawk  river  ;  and  on  February  27,  1812,  deed  to  four  ad¬ 
joining  acres  from  Israel  Loomis  ;  on  June  27,  1817,  the 
year  after  the  death  of  Joel  this  land  and  his  other  effects 
were  sold  at  auction  for  $316.96  by  the  administrators 
(Newton  Mann  and  David  War  dwell)  of  his  estate  to 
Thomas  Kilbourn,  his  brother-in-law  who  lived  in  the  ad¬ 
jacent  town  of  Paris. 

His  wife,  Sarah,  b.  Orange,  N.  J.,  May  21,  1768 ;  m. 
1st,  Rev.  Bethuel  Dodd,  a  licentiate  of  the  Presb.  of  N.  J. 
and  N.  Y.,  and  the  first  settled  pastor  in  Whitestown, 
preaching  his  first  sermon  August  20,  1794 ;  he  d.  April 
12,  1804,  ae.  38  yrs.  Sarah  d.  Whitesboro,  October  9, 
1828,  bur.  in  Grand  View  cem.  beside  her  first  husband. 
She  was  the  dau.  of  Matthias  Pierson  and  sister  of  Harriet 
Pierson  who  m.  Daniel  Perrine  Stryker,  the  grandparents 
of  President  M.  Woolsey  Stryker  of  Hamilton  college.

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5.4  LUCY  BALLARD 

Daughter  of  Israel  and  Alice  (Fuller)  Ballard ;  b. 
Plainfield,  N.  H.,  September  11,  1782  ;  m.  January  8,  1801, 
in  Whitestown,  N.  Y.,  to  Elias  Porter*  by  Rev.  Bethuel 
Dodd ;  d.  November  8,  1879 ;  bur.  in  Oriskany  cem. 

Received  as  member  by  “exam.”  into  First  Presby¬ 
terian  cfi.  of  Whitesboro,  August  11,  1803 ;  dismissed 
October  21,  1817,  probably  to  the  church  at  Oriskany  as 
she  was  living  on  the  farm  some  two  miles  to  the  south  of 
that  village  toward  Westmoreland.  Her  brother  Samuel 
Fuller  came  to  live  with  the  family  about  1802.  In  1850 
the  census  records  show  that  she  was  living  with  her 
daughter  Lois  and  granddaughter  Anna  M.  Robbins,  the 
other  part  of  the  house  being  occupied  by  her  son,  Elias 
Daniel  and  his  family. 

Lucy  Porter  in  her  will  dated  October  16,  1877,  be¬ 
queathed  her  property  to  her  only  surviving  son  Samuel 
Fuller  Porter  of  Whitestown  (30  :  423)  ;  Lovina  Halsey, 
her  son-in-law’s  second  wife,  witnessed  the  making  of  the 
deed. 

Her  husband ,  Elias  Porter,  b.  June  26,  1770  ;  d.  July  2, 
1840  ;  bur.  in  Oriskany  cem.  He  was  the  son  of  John  and 
Deborah  and  came  from  Plymouth  co.,  Mass.  On  May  11, 
1802,  he  purchased  93  acres  of  land  in  lot  6  of  Oriskany 
patent  to  the  west  of  Whitesboro  ;  this  property  he  trans¬ 
ferred  to  his  son  Elias  Daniel  on  March  20,  1836.

Copy  taken  from  the  Utica  Daily  Herald  of  March  6,  1880  : 

“ORISKANY,  March  5— The  late  Mrs.  Lucy  Porter  was  probably 
the  oldest  person  in  Oneida  County  at  the  time  of  her  death,  (Nov. 
8,  1879)  being  in  her  ninety-eighth  year.  She  was  ten  years  of 
age  when  her  father,  Israel  Ballard,  removed  from  Plainfield, 
N.  H.  and  located  in  Whitestown,  just  west  of  where  the  Bradley 
Bridge  now  stands.  This  was  in  1792,  when  there  were  but  two  or 
three  small  houses  in  the  midst  of  a  forest  through  which  the 
Indians  roamed.  The  spot  where  Utica  now  stands,  on  the 
Mohawk  river  was  the  center  of  commerce.  In  1801  she  married 
Elias  Porter  who  had  emigrated  from  Plymouth  Co.,  Mass.,  and 
they  opened  a  clearing  for  a  farm  two  miles  south  of  our  village. 
Here  she  lived  for  78  years,  a  model  Christian  wife  and  mother. 
Early  in  life  she  became  personally  interested  in  religion  and 
joined  the  Congregational  church  in  Whitesboro  during  the  re¬ 
vival.  President  Carnahan  was  pastor.*  She  had  two  sons  and 
four  daughters  who  reached  mature  age.  Her  oldest  son  was 
life-long  member  and  supporter  of  the  Presbyterian  society  in 
Oriskany,  where  his  memory  is  as  ointment  poured  forth.  Love 
of  country,  intensified  when  the  Union  was  in  danger,  was  mani¬ 
fested  during  the  war  of  the  Rebellion.  One  grandson,  John  S. 
Robbins,  served  four  years  in  the  army,  and  another,  Seth  J. 
Porter,  gave  his  life  for  his  country  on  the  field  of  battle  in 
Mississippi.  And  her  youngest  son,  Rev.  S.  F.  Porter,  served  a 
year  inside  the  lines  at  Memphis  and  Vicksburg  in  the  Christian 
commission  for  freedmen.  He  is  the  only  member  of  the  family 
that  survives  her  ;  and  during  the  last  three  years  he  has  min¬ 
istered  to  her  necessities  in  her  helpless  age. 

“Her  intellect  was  clear  to  the  last,  and  during  the  past  summer 
she  occupied  herself  much  in  reading.  Her  Bible  was  her  constant 
companion,  and  she  kept  posted  in  the  news  of  the  day,  reading 
the  weekly  (Utica)  Herald  and  the  Advance,  and  in  addition  she 
read  the  life  of  John  Knox,  Knox’s  Reformation  in  Scotland, 
Bishop  Burnet’s  Reformation  in  England,  and  Macaulay’s  History 
While  thus  engaged  she  heard  one  morning  the  call  “Come  up 
higher”.  She  gave  directions  about  her  burial  and  calmly  passed 
away,  a  beautiful  ending  of  a  well-spent  life.”

Brothertown  patent.

“exam.”  on  July  7,  1814 ;  dismissed  by  letter  August  18,

killed  1676,  in  King  Philip’s  war  ;  Francis1,  from  Eng.  in 
the  “Anne”.  Paul  Hutchinson  settled  in  1790  at  New  Marl¬ 
boro,  Mass,  and  was  living  there  in  1817  ;  ten  children.

May  16, 
1790,  at  Plainfield,  N.  H.;  m.  1st,  about  1812  Eleanor 
Simmons  ;  m.  2d,  July  15,  1857,  Frances  Yeagley,  at  Raw- 
son,  0,1,  by  A.  Hodges,  J.P.  ;  d.  April  10,  1872 ;  buried  in 
the  Cannonsburg  cem. 

At  the  age  of  two  years  brought  by  his  parents  to 
Whitestown,  N.  Y.,  and  there  lived  during  his  boyhood 
and  youth ;  on  March  10,  1810,  received  deed  to  49  acres 
of  land  in  southwestern  part  of  town  of  Watertown,  Jef¬ 
ferson  co.,  N.  Y.,  on  the  Rome  state  road,  nearly  opposite 
the  homestead  later  acquired  by  his  younger  brother 
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Samuel;  sold  farm  on  June  25,  1822,  and  removed  to 
Chautauqua  co.,  purchasing-  on  May  7,  1823,  100  acres 
some  three  miles  west  of  Mayville  ;  this  he  sold  on  June 
26,  1835,  and  moved  with  his  family  still  further  west  into 
the  state  of  Ohio,  where  on  May  11,  1837,  he  received 
deed  from  the  U.  S.  government  (land  grant  certificate 
No.  13491)  to  91  acres  located  in  Hancock  co.,  south  of 
Rawson  ;  later  on  June  22,  1847,  he  purchased  additional 
120  acres  in  the  same  township.

September  17,  1853  ;  bur.  in  Cannonsburg-  cem.

5.9  SAMUEL  FULLER  BALLARD 

Son  of  Israel  and  Alice  (Fuller)  Ballard ;  b.  Whites- 
town,  N.  Y.,  May  27,  1792  ;  m.  January  11,  1821,  in  Whites- 
town  by  Rev.  John  Frost,  Diana  Rising-;  d.  Springfield, 
Mo.,  January  8,  1892 ;  buried  at  Appleton,  Wis,. 

As  a  boy  he  lived  with  his  parents  until  ten  or  eleven 
years  of  ag-e  when  he  contracted  small  pox*  ;  after  which 
time  he  went  to  live  with  his  sister  Lucy  (Mrs.  Elias 
Porter)  who  resided  in  the  same  town. 

After  marriag-e  Samuel  removed  to  the  town  of  Water- 
town,  Jefferson  Co.,  locating  on  a  farm  of  some  ninety 
acres  in  the  southwestern  part  of  the  town  on  the  Rome

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state  road,  a  short  distance  north  of  Talcott  Corners, 
the  post-office  address  being-  Appling-,  N.  Y.  He  and 
his  wife  and  their  growing-  family  lived  here  in  a  stone 
farm  house  until  1857  when  he  removed  to  Appleton, 

Wis.,  to  live  with  his  son  Anson,  until  he  built  his  own 
house.  He  later  moved  to  his  farm  some  two  miles  to  the 
north  of  Appleton.  He  visited  the  East  on  several  occa¬ 
sions,  the  last  being  in  1890  when  98  years  of  age.  Both 
he  and  his  wife  were  members  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
church  in  Watertown,  traveling  a  distance  of  about  seven 
miles  each  Sunday  to  attend  its  services. 

Diana,  his  wife,  was  b.  Westmoreland,  N.Y.,  Novem¬ 
ber  1, 1795  ;  d.  Appleton,  Wis.,  November  14, 1862.  She  was 
the  daughter  of  Josiah  and  Huldah  (Miller)  Rising. 

Huldah  ( b .  Nov.  23,  1766 ;  d.  Oct.  5,  1856)  ;  grand¬ 
daughter  of  Joseph  Miller  (b.  1723 ;  m.  Lydia  Stowe)  ; 
great  grand-daughter  of  Joseph  Miller  (b.  1702  ;  m.  1722, 
Thankful  Hubbard.)  Her  grandmother  Lydia  Stowe  was 
the  daughter  of  Eliakim  (1707-1789)  and  Lydia  (Miller) 

Stowe  ;  who  were  respectively  the  children  of  Nathaniel 
(b.  1675)  and  Sarah  (Sumner)  Stowe,  and  Benjamin 
( b .  1671/2)  and  Mercy  (Bassett)  Miller. 

The  records  of  the  First  Presbyterian  church  at  Water- 
town  show  that  Diana  was  received  into  membership  by 
letter  from  the  Congregational  church  of  Westmoreland 
on  JuD  12,  1822,  and  the  records  at  Westmoreland,  dated 
February  7,  1821  read  :  “Recommendation  to  any  Presby¬ 
terian  church  that  it  is  convenient  for  her  to  unite  with, 
as  she  was  about  to  remove  to  Watertown,  N.  Y.”
